1, CGgecheeslovak activity in support of the claim on the Kladskeo (Glate) 
region continues despite the rebuke received from the Russians in 
answer to the circular note which was sent to the Big Three in %eto~ 
ber 1946, The Russians insisted that Czechoslovakie had ne business 
to turn to the Big Powers in support of territorial claims involving 
the eastern German boundaries,..which are already settled. This matter 
can only be solved by direct neyotiations. between Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. Caechosloslovakia has taken. up the matter with the Peles in 
recurring frontier discussions but has . net yet achieved any results.

Be The Czech committee admits that it was practically impasse ible for the 
Czechoslovak Peace Delegation to file an official claim, especially 
in view of the pogition of the Soviet Union on Germany's eastern 

frontier. The last hope lies in Byrnes’ Stuttgart speech, and the 

committee is hopeful that the United States will at least bring up 
the problem at the comference on the Peace Treaty with Germany. The 
further question of internal political maneuver is involved here.
